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2,500-home site plan 

passed despite fears

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THE masterplan for a 2,500- 
home development has been 
approved despite concerns over 
infrastructure, jobs and the con¬ 
sultation process. 

The north-east Haverhill 
Great Wilsey Park develop¬ 
ment’s masterplan was passed 
at St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council’s full council meeting 
on Tuesday evening. 

The plan proposes a health 
centre, a primary school, a 
country park and local centres 
as well as the thousands of new 
homes in the north-east of the 
town. 

One of the issues discussed 
at the meeting was whether the 
consultation process has been 
thorough enough. Residents 
in the village of Kedington say 
consultation targeted Haverhill 
residents, despite the fact that 
the development site crosses 
parish boundaries. 

Cllr Tony Brown said at the 
meeting: “The original consul¬ 
tation may have ticked statu¬ 
tory boxes, but it fell short on 
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what should morally have been 
done.” 

In response to a question 
from Kedington Action Group 
member Jay Waite, Cllr Alaric 
Pugh, cabinet member for plan¬ 
ning and growth, said that the 
planning department found 
that the consultation had ex¬ 
ceeded statutory requirements. 

He added: “I am very happy to 
give you the strongest possible 
assurance that the West Suffolk 
planning authority is very satis¬ 
fied indeed that the consulta¬ 
tion is in accordance with regu¬ 
lations.” 

Questions were also posed 
by Kedington parish councillor 
Nathan Loader about whether 
Haverhill has the transport and 
jobs to support the influx of new 
residents. 

Cllr Tony Brown echoed con¬ 
cerns about infrastructure, in 
particular links to Cambridge. 
He said: “We really need some¬ 
thing to be done about the 
A1307. It could be a dual car- 


raigeway, a busway, or a rail¬ 
way.” 

Mayor of Haverhill Betty 
McLatchy pointed out the strain 
the new residents would place 
on healthcare, which she said 
Haverhill is “desperately short” 
of. 

Cllr Pugh maintained that 
new residents were needed to 
ensure the future development 
of the town. He said: “Without 
the houses, you don’t get the 
jobs. Without the houses, no re¬ 
tailer is going to believe in the 
centre of Haverhill.” 

The Haverhill town centre 
masterplan, which envisages a 
redeveloped centre, including 
a new square, was approved at 
the same meeting. Cllr Pugh 
said the success of this plan 
rested on the delivery of the 
Great Wilsey Park development 
being delivered. 

He said: “I firmly believe that 
not to approve this is to deny 
the town centre a sustainable 
future.” 

Eight councillors voted 
against the Great Wilsey Park 
masterplan, and a further three 
abstained.

Katie’s in line for 
award for disabled 
access campaign 



A TEENAGER who is cam¬ 
paigning for better disabled 
access has been nominated 
for an award previously giv¬ 
en to teenage cancer cam¬ 
paigner Stephen Sutton. 

Katie Donno, 16, who lives 
in Haverhill’s Wratting Road, 
has been nominated by MP 
Matthew Hancock for a Kids 
Count “Inspire the House” 
award. 

The award, which was 
won by Stephen Sutton in 
2013, is a way for MPs to rec¬ 
ognise the work of inspira¬ 
tional young people in their 
constituencies. 

Katie, who is studying to 
be a make-up artist at Cam¬ 
bridge Regional College, was 
diagnosed with Complex 
Regional Pain Syndrome 
aged 14, and now uses a 
wheelchair or a crutch to get 
around. 

She wants to raise aware¬ 
ness of accessibility issues 
confronting wheelchair us¬ 
ers, and has uploaded a You¬ 
Tube video which shows the 
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problems she faces getting 
around Haverhill. 

Katie said: “I strapped a 
Go-Pro on a tripod to my 
wheelchair and filmed going 
down town. It’s just awful for 
wheelchair accessibility - it’s 
so bad.” 

The YouTube video has 
been viewed nearly 500 
times, and Katie says there 
has been positive feedback. 

She said: “A lot of people 
don’t think about it and my 
video kind of highlights that. 

“In some shops I couldn’t 
go into the aisles without 
leaving the whole shop be¬ 
hind me. There was stuff 
everywhere. 

“The least I could do is 
just change some people’s 
perspective. 

“If I am by myself down 
town with my chair, there’s 
just so many things I can’t 
do.” 


Matthew Hancock has 
written to leader of St Ed- 
mundsbury Borough Coun¬ 
cil fohn Griffiths about the 
issue of disabled access in 
Haverhill. 

Mr Hancock said: “Ka¬ 
tie is doing fantastic work 
in highlighting the strug¬ 
gles that disabled people 
face in Haverhill. Too many 
don’t stop to think about the 
problems presented by nar¬ 
row aisles, cobbles or high 
kerbs. Katie’s video makes 
plain how hard it is to get 
around the town and I am 
delighted to give her cam¬ 
paign my full support. 

“I have nominated her 
for the ‘Inspire the House’ 
award because Katie’s cam¬ 
paign could make a real dif¬ 
ference to Haverhill if she 
gets the right support.” 

The winner of the “Inspire 
the House” award will be an¬ 
nounced on November 9.

Consultation opens on waste hub site 


A CONSULTATION on where 
to build a proposed waste 
hub for West Suffolk has 
been approved. 

The original proposals for 
the West Suffolk Operational 
Hub suggested building it at 
Hollow Road Farm in Bury St 
Edmunds. 

However, after residents 
in that area raised concerns, 
councillors voted against 
building the waste transfer 
station, vehicle depot and 


recycling site there. 

The new consultation on 
where to put the facility was 
approved at a meeting of 
St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council on Tuesday. 

This included approving 
funding of £108,000 for the 
consultation. 

Despite concerns raised 
by councillors and members 
of the public that Hollow 
Road was still the preferred 
site, cabinet member for 


operations Peter Stevens 
assured them this was a 
fresh start. He said: "We 
have drawn a line under 
the previous consultation 
process and all options are 
now on the table." 

The fresh consultation will 
run for six weeks. 

The new sites, which 
could be anywhere in West 
Suffolk, will then go before a 
focus group before a site is 
chosen or anything built.

£30,000 of 
lead taken 
from church 

A CHURCH in Hundon has had 
£30,000 worth of lead stolen 
from its roof. 

The theft took place between 
5pm on Thursday, September 17 
and 9am on Friday, September 
18 at All Saints Church in North 
Street. 

Two sections of lead 
measuring 60ft by 11 ft were 
taken from the roof, worth an 
estimated £30,000. The thieves 
caused damage to the church's 
parapet, which will cost around 
£4,000 to repair. 

This is the sixth incident of its 
kind in Suffolk since August 23, 
with previous thefts occurring in 
Combs, Lavenham, Stratford St 
Mary, Parham and Dennington. 
In July, St Peter's Church in Little 
Thurlow and St Mary's Church in 
Hawkedon suffered lead thefts. 

Police are appealing for 
residents who see any suspicious 
activity near churches in their 
communities to come forward. 
Previous inquiries have resulted 
in reports of vans being seen in 
the early morning near churches.

‘Help us snare 
drug dealers’ 


POLICE are battling crimi¬ 
nals who are plaguing Haver¬ 
hill by selling thousands of 
pounds worth of drugs in the 
town - but they need your 
help. 

Suffolk Constabulary 
launched Op London, an 
operation to target London 
drug dealers coming up to 
Suffolk, in June this year. 

The dealers, in their late 
teens and early 20s, come up 
from Hackney in London on 
public transport. They make 
bases from which to deal in 
the town, often by taking 
over the houses of vulnerable 
people. Then they deal the 
Class A drugs themselves, or 
hand over their stock to local 
people to deal. 

The dealers come from a 
world of London gang crime: 
Insp Peter Ferrie of Haverhill 
Police said that one young 
man arrested for a burglary 
in Haverhill was murdered 
soon afterwards in London. 

Since the start of the op¬ 
eration, police have seized 
£4,970 worth of drugs, in¬ 
cluding 288 individual wraps 
of crack cocaine and heroin, 
and £3,480 in cash. 
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They have made 59 arrests 
so far. 

Insp Ferrie says that the 
steady flow of drugs from 
London into the town is 
linked to a lot of other crime. 

He said: “It drives a lot of 
crime, the fact that we have 
got availability of drugs. It af¬ 
fects property crime, burgla¬ 
ries, robberies. It’s a massive 
influence on shoplifting.” 

The crimes are carried out 
both by visting dealers, and 
local people trying to get 
money for drugs. 

PC Amos Owen of Team 
Scorpion, the Bury St Ed- 
munds-based team that car¬ 
ries out drugs raid in West 
Suffolk, is one of the people 
involved in implementing 
Op London. 

He said: “We look at the 
latest intelligence and we 
tend to target those address¬ 
es and those vehicles, or we 
will be doing warrants at an 
address.” 

PC Owen estimates that 
around 30 to 40 per cent of 
his team’s Op London work 


in West Suffolk takes place in 
Haverhill. 

Insp Ferrie says that a cru¬ 
cial part of tracking down 
visiting drug dealers is get¬ 
ting information from local 
members of the public. 

He said: “It doesn’t go 
away. You can arrest 10 or 15 
people and another 10 or 15 
come back. What we are try¬ 
ing to do is make Haverhill as 
hostile for them as possible. 

“The most important 
thing is that we get a lot of 
information from the gen¬ 
eral public. We have got a lot 
of highly trained officers but 
the starting point for eve¬ 
rything is somebody saying 
that there’s some suspicious 
activity.” 

He and PC Owen said that 
things to look out for include 
regular visitors to an address 
who only stay for a short 
time, lots of strangers in the 
area or large groups of peo¬ 
ple hanging around in new 
places.

Two resign over 
vote for meetings 
to remain private 


A POLICE inspector and a coun¬ 
cillor have resigned from the 
board of ONE Haverhill after 
members voted against making 
their meetings open to the pub¬ 
lic. 

ONE Haverhill is an independ¬ 
ent partnership which brings 
together groups and resources 
from across the town. 

Members of the board include 
respresentatives from local gov¬ 
ernment, business, schools, 
Havebury housing and faith 
communities. 

Inspector Peter Ferrie of 
Haverhill Police, and town, bor¬ 
ough and county councillor 
Tony Brown have both handed in 
their resignation to chair of ONE 
Haverhill Sarah Howard after a 
meeting last Thursday when the 
board voted against making their 
meetings open to the public. 

The fact that the meetings are 
held in private has long been 
controversial. 
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When ONE Haverhill held its 
first public forum last October, 
renewed calls were made for 
public board meetings. 

Insp Ferrie said: “I don’t think 
it’s appropriate for the local po¬ 
licing commander to be part of 
a group that’s receiving a lot of 
criticism for holding meetings in 
private.” 

He went on: “The sort of things 
that ONE Haverhill are taking 
part in are all to help the people 
and the community and I see 
no reason whatsoever that the 
meeting cannot be held in pub¬ 
lic.” 

Cllr Brown said: “I fully support 
the concept of ONE Haverhill 
and it’s done some good stuff. 

“What I am concened about 
is residents’ perceptions. All I 
wanted was for the meetings to 


be held in public so the public 
can see what’s going on.” 

Alaric Pugh, vice chair of the 
ONE Haverhill board, said: “It is 
essential that we have consensus 
here and all respect the views of 
all the partners in this vital rela¬ 
tionship. 

“ONE Haverhill Partnership is 
just that - a partnership organi¬ 
sation trying to deliver projects. 

“There is only one practical 
way we can do this: through re¬ 
specting the needs of partner or¬ 
ganisations. 

“Politics have no place in this 
and it is not a political organisa¬ 
tion so its discussions are about 
the practicalities of partners 
helping to get things done.” 

The issue will be discussed 
at Haverhill town council’s full 
meeting on Tuesday.

Charity helped 
us live with the 
pain of suicide 






Vikki Gardiner’s dad, Roger

MARCH 11, 2013, was a 
Monday. Vikki Gardiner, a 
nurse, had been sleeping in 
after working the weekend 
shift. She hadn’t seen her 
mum on Mother’s Day, so 
she was preparing to have a 
meal with her parents that 
evening. 

At around 3pm, there was 
a knock on the door. She 
opened it to find a police¬ 
man standing there. 

“I said: ‘It’s my dad, isn’t 
it?’, and he said: ‘I don’t 
know, you just need to get 
to your parents’ house.’” 

Vikki’s dad, Roger Melhu¬ 
ish, had a number of health 
problems, having previously 
suffered a heart attack and a 
pulmonary embolism. Vikki 
was worried he had col¬ 
lapsed. 

When the police wouldn’t 
let her into her parents’ 
home, she thought they 
might be shielding her from 
the sight of him on the floor. 

In fact, they were still 
searching the house for a 
suicide note. 

Vikki, who lives in Haver¬ 
hill’s Abingdon Close, said: 
“It just didn’t register. I said: 
‘No, you’ve got the wrong 
man.’” 

Roger’s three daughters 
and his wife Helen were 
unaware that he had mental 
health problems. 

Vikki, now 29, said: “He 
was an amazing dad. He 
was one of those guys who 
would just take everyone 
under his wing.” 


The months following 
Roger’s death were a time of 
huge stress for the family. 

Vikki, who found out she 
was pregnant a month after 
her dad died, was diagnosed 
with post-natal depression 
and post-traumatic stress 
disorder after the birth of 
her son Alfie. 

Vikki’s mum Helen, who 
lives in Hundon, said she 
found she was constantly 
searching for answers. 

“I would search the house. 
I searched all the drawers -1 
was looking for clues. I went 
through his diaries, page by 
page. I got into his emails, 
just to try and see if there 
was a clue, I wanted to find 
something,” she said. 

In the UK in 2013, 6,233 
people took their own lives, 
4,858 of them were men. 

Vikki and Helen discov¬ 
ered the charitable organi¬ 
sation Survivors of Bereave¬ 
ment by Suicide (SOBS) on 
Google, and attended their 
first meeting in November 
2013. 

Helen, a retired nurse, 
said: “It was walking in and 
seeing a room full of 16 to 18 
people who had all been be¬ 
reaved in the same way, and 
I suddenly thought: ‘Wow, 
I’m not alone’.” 

SOBS holds monthly 
meetings, and provides tel¬ 
ephone and email support. 
There are three branches in 
Suffolk - in Lowestoft, Ip¬ 
swich and Bury St Edmunds 
- but no branch at all in 


Cambridgeshire. 

As well as providing sup¬ 
port, SOBS is aiming to 
reduce the stigma around 
suicide. Helen and Vikki say 
that people’s reactions are 
often uncomfortable when 
they learn how Roger died. 

Helen said: “Somebody 
did say to me: ‘Well, your 
husband chose to die - mine 
didn’t.’ 

“And a lot of people will 
say: ‘But surely as a nurse 
you should have known.’” 

Vikki said: “If it was can¬ 
cer or a heart attack it would 
have been completely dif¬ 
ferent. There is still a stigma 
attached.” 

One of the ways SOBS are 
hoping to reduce the stigma 
around suicide is a petition 
to change the words official¬ 
ly used to describe it. 

Suzy Clifford, who set up 
Suffolk SOBS after her hus¬ 
band Len took his own life 
in 2009, has begun a petition 
to end the use of the phrase 
“committed suicide”, which 
she says goes back to the era 
when suicide was a crime. 

She suggests “died by sui¬ 
cide” or “took his own life” 
should be used instead. 

The petition can be found 
at petition.parliament.uk/ 
petitions/106754. The peti¬ 
tion runs until February 27, 
2016.

Indoor football called 
off - due to heavy rain

AN indoor five-a-side football 
game was cancelled last week - af¬ 
ter it was rained off. 

Tom Ayre, 47, who lives in Haver¬ 
hill’s Recreation Road, regularly 
plays five-a-side games onWednes- 
days and Sundays at Haverhill’s 
Abbeycroft Leisure Centre. 

Last Wednesday, September 16, 
the game was cancelled after heavy 
rain meant that water leaked onto 
the floor of the sports hall. 

Tom, who works for a pharma¬ 
ceuticals company, said: “When 
we get heavy downpours, the water 
builds up on the roof, and drains 
into the sports hall. It becomes a 
health and safety risk.” 

When this happens, the games 
are cancelled at the last minute, 
a message which does not always 
reach team members, who come 
from as far as Royston, in time. 

Last Wednesday, one member of 
the team travelled from Stradishall 
to Haverhill to find the match can¬ 
celled. 

The leisure centre building be¬ 


longs to St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council, which has already made 
an effort to prevent the leak. 

A spokesperson for the council 
said: “We understand the frustra¬ 
tion of customers at Haverhill lei¬ 
sure centre. The maintenance of 
the roof is a council responsibility 
and we are aware of the problem 


which occurs a few times a year in 
heavy rain. We have already inves¬ 
tigated it, and carried out remedial 
works in a so far unsuccessful at¬ 
tempt to fix it. 

“The roof refurbishment has 
been identified as a priority job. 
It will require significant funding 
and the work is being brought for¬ 


ward in our planned programme 
- hopefully in the next year. In the 
meantime we are asking customers 
to bear with us while we look to ad¬ 
dress this issue.” 

Tom said: “If your roof was leak¬ 
ing and they said: T can’t find out 
where it’s getting in’, you wouldn’t 
just leave it. It’s ridiculous.” 


WASTE 

Council vote 
for brown 
bin charges 

COUNCILLORS have voted in 
favour of introducing a £35 to £50 
charge for garden waste collection. 

The decision was made at a 
meeting of St Edmundsbury full 
council on Tuesday night. 

Councillors raised concerns 
ranging from worries about 
decreased recycling to the issue 
of increased congestion outside 
Haverhill's only recycling plant. 

They acknowledged that 
implementation may be difficult 
and the yearly charge unpopular, 
with Cllr David Nettleton saying: 

"I am sure there's lots of stuff 
that's going to go wrong. We are 
going to get a lot of flak and a lot of 
questions, but the principle is right. 
I cannot really justify saying my bin 
benefits other residents." 

The decision has been made 
after Suffolk County Council 
cut the funding available to St 
Edmundsbury for garden waste 
collection. If they continued to 
provide the current free service, 
they would need to find an extra 
£500,000. 

Cllr Ian Houlder, cabinet 
member for resources and 
performance, said: "We are not 
in good financial times for the 
council." 

The decision was not unanimous, 
with five councillors voting against 
the charges.

Picket line

AN action group held a pick¬ 
et line outside a housing 
association meeting on Fri¬ 
day to protest over plans to 
replace garages with homes.

Road development include 
overdevelopment of open 
spaces, difficult parking and 
traffic congestion. The ap¬ 
plication was initially reject¬ 
ed by St Edmundsbury Bor¬ 
ough council in June 2014. 

Chair of GAG, town coun¬ 
cillor Maureen Byrne said: 
“It is outrageous and beyond 
natural justice that the care¬ 
fully considered judgement 
of local representatives, re¬ 
flecting the views of their 
community, can be ignored 
in this way 

“It is clear that officers 
did not robustly defend the 
appeal and there are sub¬ 
stantial deficiencies in the 
information provided to the 
Planning Inspector. 

“The appeal decision is 
flawed - the cost of judicial 
review in the High Court 
precludes residents from 
challenging this perverse 


decision.” 

Ms Mayhew said: “We are 
aware of the concerns re¬ 
garding our development 
plans for Nayland Road. 
However, we are also acutely 
mindful that there is a very 
real housing crisis, both 
nationally and locally, and 
that hundreds of people in 
Suffolk desperately need a 
home. 

“The executive team 
spoke with a number of 
residents on Monday night 
prior to the meeting with 
Haverhill town council and 
will ensure that our chair¬ 
man and board is aware of 
the petition and the issues 
raised.” 

Cllr Byrne said that GAG’s 
campaign will continue. 

A similar application by 
Havebury to build homes on 
the site of garages in Cam¬ 
bridge Way was approved by 
St Edmundsbury and dem¬ 
olition of the garages has 
now begun.

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ROAD SAFETY 

Crossing delay 
‘unacceptable’ 


COUNCILLORS are “abso¬ 
lutely fuming” about delays 
in the delivery of a pedes¬ 
trian crossing. 

The planned crossing, on 
the A1307 outside Sains- 
bury’s, has been in the works 
since last year, when county 
councillors Tony Brown, 
Mary Evans and Ann Gower 
started planning it. 

The site for the crossing is 
near a busy bus stop used by 
schoolchildren. 

Cllr Evans said: “I got in¬ 
volved because I was first 
contacted by a mother 
from Thurlow. She had just 
watched her daughter have 
a very near-miss crossing 
this road.” 

The three councillors, as 
well as Cllrs Julian Flood and 
later Tim Marks, all agreed 
to put money from their lo¬ 
cality budgets towards the 
crossing. They say they were 
told that the design work 
would be completed in July, 
with construction starting 
in October and finishing in 
December.

They say that last week 
they received an email stat¬ 
ing that the contractors had 
not yet completed the de¬ 
sign work, 

Cllr Brown said: “We had 
chased this in the summer 
and now our worst fears 
have come true. 

“We just don’t know what’s 
happening. There’s definite¬ 
ly going to be a delay. We are 
absolutely fuming about it.” 

A spokesperson for Suffolk 
Highways, a partnership be¬ 
tween the county council 
and contractor Kier, said: 
“We would like to apologise 
for the delay to the planned 
pedestrian crossing works. 

“A draft design for the sig¬ 
nalised crossing has howev¬ 
er been prepared and we are 
working towards complet¬ 
ing a finalised design within 
the next couple of months.” 

The councillors are con¬ 
cerned about the safety of 


the road during the darker 
winter months. 

Cllr Evans said: “This is a 
road safety issue and we are 
really concerned. From my 
point of view it gets more 
serious going into the win¬ 
ter because there’s children 
coming across the road at 
dusk. 

“We all thought it was go¬ 
ing to be last year and the 
idea that it might drag on 
until next year is just unac¬ 
ceptable.” 

Cllr Brown added: “It’s a 
major concern of ours with 
the number of youngsters 
there in the evening. It’s got 
all the things in place for a 
major accident. 

“It’s a 40 mile an hour 
speed limit. In most colli¬ 
sions involving a 30 mile an 
hour speed limit there’s not 
a very good outcome.”

My drain was repaired - 
but garden flooded again

A HAVERHILL man was forced to 
bail 20 wheelbarrows full of water 
out of his garden last Wednesday, 
just days after repairs had been 
carried out to fix his flooding 
problem. 

John McDonagh, 69, lives in 
a property owned by Havebury 
Housing Association in Haver¬ 
hill’s Landseer Court. He says that 
there is an ongoing problem with 
flooding in his garden. 

When his garden flooded at the 
end of August, Mr McDonagh was 
told he would have to be put on 
a six-month waiting list for his 
drains to be repaired. 

After an article about the flood¬ 
ing was published in the Haverhill 
News, it took less than a fortnight 
for the work to be completed, 
with a new drainage system in¬ 
stalled on September 9 and 10. 

But when heavy rain fell last 
Wednesday, September 16, Mr 
McDonagh’s garden flooded 
again. 

He said on Thursday morn¬ 
ing: “Last night I took out about 
20 wheelbarrows of water and it’s 
still no better. 

“The water came in above my 
ankles and if I hadn’t taken the

water out it would have come 
into my house,” 

Mr McDonagh blames the 
problem on the underlying soil, 
which means that the soakaway 
drain currently installed is not ef¬ 
fective. 

He said: “Right underneath the 
concrete is pure clay, and water 
doesn’t soak through clay very 
easily.” 

In response to Mr McDonagh’s 
worries, Karen Mayhew, chief 
executive of Havebury Housing 
Partnership, said: “We are sorry to 
hear that Mr McDonagh has been 
experiencing further problems 
with the water drainage in his 
garden. This is despite the best 
efforts of our contractors, who 
installed a new drainage system 
within our promised two-week 
schedule. 

“We are keen to rectify this situ¬ 
ation, and we will be making a 
personal visit to Mr McDonagh 
within the next week. We will seek 
to find a viable, effective solution 
so the risk of this issue reoccur¬ 
ring is minimised.”

West Suffolk College and Newmarket Academy have 
joined forces to offer new animal management courses for 
students looking to pursue a career working with animals. 
Reporter Jordan Day went along to the academy to 
meet its director, the students and of course, some of the 
animals...

T HE presence of a rat, snake or tarantula, 
in a classroom would usually send the 
majority of pupils sprinting out of the door 
and as far away from the school as possible. 

But at Newmarket Academy there is none 
of that - in fact, you can find students quite 
happily giving a couple of fancy rats a cuddle or 
tempting the college's corn snake closer to them 
for some food (defrosted mice, in case you were 
wondering...). 

The reason that a whole host of creatures 
are now calling the academy home is because 
West Suffolk College, which is based in Bury 
St Edmunds, and the Newmarket school have 
joined forces to launch new courses in animal 
management. 

One of the academy's old classrooms has 
been transformed into a haven for small animals 
and reptiles, allowing students who have signed 
up for the courses to get plenty of hands-on 


experience with a variety of animals. 

The courses are diplomas in animal care 
and animal management at levels two and 
three, which will open up a wide range of 
opportunities for students looking for careers 
working with companion animals, domestic 
livestock or zoo and exotic species. 

Sam Smith, course director, said: "We 
realised that students who were passionate 
about a career in the animal care sector were 


having to travel long distances to access these 
courses and that there was a huge demand. 

"That's why we decided to open a 
new dedicated centre for these studies in 
Newmarket. These courses are aimed at 
students wanting to pursue a variety of careers 
including posts as veterinary nurses, kennel 
workers, zoo keepers, animal behaviourists and 
animal conservationists, for example. 

"The courses also lead on to university as the

two-year Level 3 Animal Management Extended 
Diploma carries the same number of UCAS 
points as three A-levels. 

"There is also a one-year Level 2 Animal Care 
Diploma, which will either lead onto the Level 
3 course or onto employment in the sector, in 
roles such as kennel assistant, dog handler and 
pet shop assistant. 

"As Newmarket is the centre of the horse 
racing industry in the UK there will be many 
opportunities for careers in this sector too." 

The new courses only launched last week but 
the creatures already scurrying and slithering 


around the centre include rabbits, guinea pigs, 
hamsters, gerbils, chinchillas, fancy rats and 
degus, stick insects, a tarantula, cockroaches, 
snakes, bearded dragons, geckos, a chameleon 
and dozens of tropical fish. The centre also 
soon hopes to be able to accommodate some 
ex-battery hens and pygmy goats. 

Sam, who was previously a curriculum team 
leader in animal management at Moulton 
College in Northamptonshire, said: "We are 
very grateful to Assessment Network Ltd who 
have provided a significant capital investment 
for this project. 


"The students will be given the opportunity 
to get hands on experience such as feeding, 
maintaining accommodation, handling, health 
checking and general husbandry. 

"The level three students will be able to come 
in to look after the animals at the weekends on 
a rota basis, in order to mimic flexible working 
hours that they will be likely to encounter in the 
industry.

Sam continued said: "I am working alongside 
a technician and a small team of lecturers to 
provide the course. They will be able to help 
demonstrate the practical aspects of the course 
whilst I will be teaching much of the theory. 

"The students will have to do 150 hours' 
work experience in an animal related 
establishment on the course and I am meeting 
with many employers to set up some exciting 
work placements for the students. 

"There are so many different careers in the 
animal care sector and so many degree courses 
you could take afterwards that the future for 
these students is really wide open." 

The animal care industry is worth £1 billion 
to the UK. It has 13,000 businesses with more 
than 78,000 employees. 

Employment directly related to the animal 
care industries include pet shops, boarding 
kennels, catteries, pet breeders, training, 
grooming, animal welfare charities, zoos, 
wildlife parks, public services and performing 



animals in film and television. 

In the UK, 1.1 per cent of adults are 
employed in the sector, but in mid-Suffolk 
nearly 3.5 per cent of the adult population are 
directly employed in the land-based industries. 

17-year-old Callum Orford, from Mildenhall, 
is among the students already signed up to the 
course. 

The former Mildenhall College Academy 
pupil said: "I'm really enjoying the course and 
the reptiles are my favourites. 

"I've always had a great interest in animals so 
I was really excited when I found out about the 
new courses here. 

"I'm actually allergic to fur but I'm 
determined not to let that stop me completing 
the course and hopefully achieving a career 
working with animals, although I'm not sure 
what I want to do exactly." 

Lindsey Johnson, West Suffolk College's vice 
principal, curriculum and quality, said: "We 
are absolutely delighted to be able to offer this 
course because we have discovered very few 
students in the local vicinity are taking land- 
based courses due to the distance they have to 
travel to access them. 

"There are obviously young people in the 
local area who want to go into professions 
working with animals, so this is why we are 
opening this new course and animal centre in 
conjunction with Newmarket Academy. 

"We want to give students the best 
opportunity to follow their career aspirations. 
We are meeting the needs of young people in 
the local area by providing this course so they 
won't have to travel miles to study or live away 
from home."
